Club San Felipe ex - basketball star 
Armando Cerna engaged in a three hour battle 
in Viet Nam and was awarded the Silver Star. 



8P4 Armando Cerna, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Petronio Cerna was awarded the Silver 
Star Medal for "gallantry in action against a 
hostile force" on July 9, 1966 in Vietnam. 

The action occurred when Cerna's 
company was participating in a zone recon¬ 
naissance along Highway 13 with Troops B and 
C of the 4th Cavalry. Near Song Dong and 
units were engaged by the 272nd Viet Cong 
Regiment. The hostile force was entrenched 
in well prepared positions and possessed ar¬ 
mor penetrating weapons, a variety of small 
arms and automatic weapons. 

SP4 Cerna was riding on the outside 
of an armored personnel carrier when ini¬ 
tial contact was made. As the battle intensi¬ 
fied, a Viet Cong hand grenade landed in his 
vehicle's troop compartment. Acting in- 
tinctively and with utter disregard for his own 
• safety, Cerna dove into the interior of the 
track, picked up the grenade and threw it 
back at the insurgents. 

He then noticed that the Viet Cong 
were converging on a disabled helicopter con¬ 
tained wounded personnel. Under a steady 
barrage of mortar and automatic weapons 
fire, he left his track and in full view of the 
Viet Cong, crawled to the downed aircraft. 
There he provided covering fire while his 
comrades were evacuated to a position of 
safety. 

Noticing more wounded in the vicinity 
of a nearby track, SP4 Cerna once again 
crawledunder a barrage of intense fire to the 
position where his injured comrades lay and 
helped them to the safety of the track. H e 
then crawled on top of the armored personnel 
carrier and added his firepower to the battle.

THE ROLE OF THE MEXICAN-AMERICAN 
IN AMERICAN SOCIETY 

(Editor's Note: Last in a series of three ar¬ 
ticles dealing with the problems of the Mex- 
ican-American community). 

(l)In 1965 there was an estimated popu¬ 
lation of six million Spanish-speaking people 
in the United States. Included in this number 
were four anda half million people of Spanish 
and Mexican ancestry. Four million of these 
people of Spanish and Mexican ancestry were 
distributed in five Southwestern States as fol¬ 
lows: 


Texas

California

f o r n i a and New I^Iexico became part of the 
American Nation to the present, the Mexican- 
American has very slowly progressed in the 
process of amalgamating himself into Amer¬ 
ican society. Thus, theedeology that the 
United States is the "melting pot?' of the world 
does not necessarily hold true, for the Mex¬ 
ican-American, proud of his heritage, has 
traditionally retained his culture and his lan¬ 
guage, becoming a distinctive bi-cultural and 
bilingual group which will probably remain 
so for a good many generations to come. 

This fact is reinforced by the constant 
immigration from Mexico, which adds to the 
problem of language, accentuating the Mexi- 
can-American's lack of participation in civic 
affairs, and the low degree of training of the 
bulk of Mexican-American population. 

The importation of hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of Mexican workers to cope with the 
needs of farm labor has been another contri¬ 


In contrast with the whole dark pers¬ 
pective against which the Mexican-American 
is generally viewed, it is gratifying to cite 
the bright and remarkable action performed 
by Mexican-Americans in Crystal City, Tex¬ 
as, on April, 1963. 

"Crystal City (pop, 10,000) is like a 
lot of other farm towns in South Texas. Mex¬ 
ican-Americans outnumber Anglo-Americans 
four to one, but the Anglos run the place. (2) It 
was election day and the Crystal City Mexi¬ 
cans went to the polls and the Mexican candi¬ 
dates captured all five seats on the city coun¬ 
cil. "And control council gave the Mexicans 
control of the town government, with author¬ 
ity to appoint the mayor, the marshall, and 
other officers". (3) 

"The revolt in Crystal City was man¬ 
aged by a three-year-old Texas organization 
called Viva Kennedy during the presidential 
campaign, now named PASO thort for Poli¬ 
tical Association of Spanish-Speaking Organ¬ 
izations). Dedicated to the advancement of 
Mexican-Americans, PASO chose Crystal 
City as a test site for a get-out-the-Mexican 
vote drive. At first the Anglos paid little at¬ 
tention to the PASO rallies, but as election 
day neared, they discovered that more than 
twice as many Mexicans as Anglos (1,139 to 
532) had paid poU taxes to vote. In a flurry 
of appeasement, the city council voted $500, 
000 for paving streets in the Mexican section. 
Prominent Anglo citizens took every Mexican 
council candidate aside and tried to talk him 
out of running. "We 1 ve always got along," 
said one Anglo. "Why do you want to stir up 
this sort of trouble? 1 

"In a way, the Crystal City Mexicans 
did stir up trouble for themselves. They con¬ 
trol the town's government, but the Anglos 
control its economy. One council seat winner 
got fired from his job in a hardware store. 
Another found his wages cut in half by his 
Anglo employer. But, mindful that Mexicans 
outnumber Anglos in South Texas, PASO looks 
upon the Crystal City election as a momen¬ 
tous triumph. Says Albert Fuentes, the PASO 
official who led the campaign: "We have done 
the impossible. If we can do it in Cry stal 
City, we can do it all over Texas. We can 
awake the sleeping giant." On election day, 
the Mexicans have learned, all South Texans 
are equal.(4) 


buting factor of the deterioration of the whole 
image of the Mexican-American, making even 
more evident the lack of his complete and to¬ 
tal acceptability by "American" society. 


The Mexican-American problem, in 
spite of its complexities, is not an insoluble 
one. In my opinion, one of the fundamental 
steps toward its solution would be the crea-'

tion of a stable, coherent, and morally edu¬ 
cational program to cover the economic, po¬ 
litical, social, and cultural fronts. This pro¬ 
gram would gradually overcome the isolation 
and segregation in which the Mexican-Ame- 
rican lives, would raise his socio-economic 
status, and would lead to normal participa¬ 
tion in community living. And a further re¬ 
sult would be a maximum personality growth 
of this people. Then, the Mexican-American 
instead of running away from himself or from 
that in which he believes, could use all the 
worthwhile attributes characteristic of his 
ethnic group, both for his own benefit and as 
a contribution to American culture. 

The Mexican-American problem is a 
two - party problem, and it has to be solved 
by both the government and the Mexican- 
American community. The examples of the 
Little School of the Four Hundred in the field 
of education and the example of Crystal City- 
in the field of politics, indicate that both part¬ 
ies are willing to solve this social problem. 
But Mexican-Americans should pushto obtain 
all what is needed from the government. 

This action has already started. It is 
now only a matter of more work and time to 
achieve the final goal, which could be thought 
of as the breaking up of the hyphenated label 
of Mexican-American, to become simply: 
American.
